stitution changers. As it now is nearly 
every point in it has been passed upon 
by the Supreme Court, and the beaten

particular cause to 


branch off into the uncertain.

Hon. John H. Klnk*ad. 


OOVENOB OF NEVADA. 


Gov. Kinkead was born in Smithfleld, 


Fayette county, Pennsylvania, and is 
now 55 years of age. While young the 
family removed to Zanesville, Ohio; 
afterwards to Lancaster. In 1849 Mr. 
Kinkead became engaged in business at 
Salt Lake, with J. M. Livingstone as a 
partner; remained in the mercantile bus- 
iness there until 1854; then removed to 
California, and from 1857 to 1860 was 
in the same business at Marysville; 
came here in the Winter of 1859-60, and 
helped organize the Territory of Nevada 
under Nye (the grand old Grey Eagle); 
was appointed by Nye Treasurer, and 
held the position until the organization 
uf the State; was a member of both Con- 
stitutional Conventions. In early times 
Gov. Kmkcad, with others, built the 
new Mexican mill at Empire;created the 
water power at the town of Washoe; 
built the smelting works in Pleasant 
Valley; a mill in the canyon below 
Wuhhoe City; a mill at Austin, and aided 
in the creation of many other enterprises 
of benefit to the State. Of late years he 
has been at Unionville engaged in mer- 
cantile business and mining. Gov. Kin- 
kead is a married man. 


Hon.J. W Adams. 


HEUXENANT GOVEBNOn. 


Mr. Adams was one of the two fortu- 


nate Democrats electro on the State 
ickel in November, 1878, being re-eleet- 
ed to his present position. 
He is a 


native of Vermont, but came to Nevada 
from California. By occupation he is a 
stock-raiser, having vast herds oat in 
Nye county. He is a married man and 
about 45 years of age.

CONGRESSMAN. 


Hen. Rolin. M. Daggett, elected to 


represent Nevada in Congress for the 
tt rin commencing March 4, 1879, was 
barn in Richville, St. Lawrence county, 
New Yoik, and is 48 years of age.

moved from New York to Ohio, thence 
to California, and from there to Nevada 
in 1862. In 1861 he was a Whig but 
has been a Republican ever since.
